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FOREWORD 


With  the  rapid  advances  that  have  been  made  and  that  are 
being  made  in  scientific  medicine  has  come  a  corresponding  need 
for  post-graduate  schools  whose  courses  of  instruction  are  aimed 
toward  supplying  to  the  physician  the  means  whereby  he  may  keep 
in  touch  with  the  newer  things  of  proved  merit.  To  meet  the 
demand  for  such  a  school  so  located  as  to  render  its  courses  easily 
available  to  the  men  of  this  and  adjoining  states,  the  President  and 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  on  October  1,  1913, 
opened  in  Birmingham  the  Graduate  School  of  Medicine  of  the 
University  of  Alabama. 

The  school  began  its  work  under  conditions  the  most  favor- 
able. It  had  acquired  the  valuable  lands  and  the  fully  equipped 
building  of  the  old  Birmingham  Medical  College,  its  faculty  mem- 
bers were  teachers  of  experience,  its  command  of  clinical  material 
was  assured  through  the  fact  that  its  faculty  members  constituted 
the  visiting  staff  of  the  Hillman  Hospital,  while  the  recently  estab- 
lished University  Free  Dispensary  had  met  with  gratifying  and 
constantly  growing  patronage. 

With  a  start  so  favorable  and  with  its  position  already  estab- 
lished in  a  great  Southern  clinical  center  such  as  Birmingham,  it  is 
confidently  believed  that  the  school  meets  a  very  definite  need  and 
that  it  will  become  a  potent  factor  in  medical  progress.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT 


The  Course  of  Study  outlined  for  the  Graduate  School  of 
Medicine  of  the  University  of  Alabama  differs  somewhat  from  that 
followed  in  certain  of  the  older  post-graduate  institutions. 

The  object  of  the  school  will  be  to  provide  for  each  of  its 
matriculates  a  rounded,  well-correllated  course  of  study.  The  reg- 
ular instruction  will  be  divided  into  four  courses;  each  will  be  com- 
plete in  itself  and  will  require  the  student's  entire  time. 

Special  work,  however,  will  be  provided  for  those  who  wish 
it,  and  who  present  evidence  of  their  fitness  for  such  work. 

The  session  of  nine  months  will  be  divided  into  trimesters  of 
three  months  each.  The  student  will  be  expected  to  take  a  full  tri- 
mester's work,  which  will  comprise  a  complete  whole.  For  those  who 
find  it  impossible  to  remain  away  from  their  practice  for  this  length 
of  time,  tickets  for  six  weeks  will  be  issued.  Those  taking  only 
one-half  of  a  regular  trimester  may  return  at  any  later  time  and 
complete  the  course,  receiving  full  credit  for  the  work  they  have 
done,  and  the  tuition  which  has  been  paid. 

Hie  clinical  work  will  be  done  in  the  University  Free  Dis- 
pensary and  in  the  Hillman  Hospital,  which  adjoins  the  college 
building.  The  opening  of  an  additional  wing  in  April,  1914, 
has  increased  the  capacity  of  the  hospital  to  two  hundred  beds. 
The  hospital  is  supported  by  Jefferson  County  as  a  charitable  in- 
stitution and  contains  no  private  beds.  During  the  year  1913 
there  were  2,481  admissions.  The  executive  faculty  constitutes 
the  visiting  staff  of  the  hospital  and  dispensary,  while  a  contract 
between  the  State  University  and  the  County  of  Jefferson  gives  to 
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the  faculty  and  students  of  the  college  free  access  at  all  times  to 
the  hospital  wards  for  purposes  of  teaching  and  study. 

The  hospital  possesses  a  modern  completely  equipped  patho- 
logical building  where  the  autopsy  and  other  pathological  work  is 
conducted. 


DISPENSARY 


During  the  past  seventeen  months  the  University  Dispensary 
has  been  located  in  rented  quarters  just  opposite  the  college  build- 
ing. All  departments  of  medicine  are  represented  in  its  clinics 
and  all  are  well  patronized.  During  the  month  of  January,  1913, 
which  was  its  first  month  of  service,  there  were  entered  on  its 
books,  2 1  7  new  patients.  During  May,  1914,  416  new  patients 
were  admitted,  while  during  the  seventeen  months  of  its  existence 
there  have  been  entered  a  total  of  5,990  new  patients.  Including  old 
and  new  patients,  an  average  of   1,200  are  treated  each  month. 

In  a  campaign  carried  on  in  November,  1913,  and  lasting 
one  week,  the  citizens  of  Birmingham  contributed  fifty  thousand 
dollars  toward  a  University  Free  Dispensary  Fund.  This  fund 
will  be  used  for  the  building  and  equipment  of  a  commodious 
modern  Dispensary  Building  to  be  located  upon  a  lot  adjoining  the 
College  Building.  The  actual  work  of  construction  is  expected  to 
begin  during  the  coming  summer  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  the  fall  or  early  winter.  In 
addition  to  the  University  clinics  it  will  provide  quarters  for  the  use 
of  the  Anti-Tuberculosis  League. 

All  cases  entering  the  Dispensary  are  available  for  teaching 
purposes. 


LOCATION 


The  Graduate  School  of  Medicine  of  the  University  is 
located  in  Birmingham,  sixty  miles  distant  from  the  University 
campus.  This  city  was  chosen  by  the  trustees  because  of  its  geo- 
graphic location  and  for  its  great  wealth  of  clinical  material. 

The  College  buildings  adjoin  the  Hillman  Hospital,  which 
is  on  Avenue  "F"  and  20th  Street,  and  may  be  reached  by  any 
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of  the  following  car  lines:     The  South  Highland,  the  20th  Street 
Loop,  and  the  Avondale. 

The  Secretary's  office  is  in  the  main  College  building,  at  1 920 
Avenue  *'F."

The  Departments  of  Medicine  and  Neurology  for  the  purpose 
of  teaching  will  be  conducted  as  one  department. 

The  work  will  consist  of  (a)  ward  class  conferences  at  the 
bedside,  (b)  didactic  lectures,  and  (c)  clinical  pathological  confer- 
ences. 

(a)  In  the  ward  class  work  each  student  is  daily  assigned  a 
patient.  He  is  requested  to  secure  the  clinical  history,  record  the 
results  of  his  physical  examination,  and  to  make  in  the  College  lab- 
oratory the  routine  chemical  and  microscopic  examinations. 

At  a  specified  hour  the  professor  meets  the  class  and  each 
member  demonstrates  in  turn  his  case.  These  cases  furnish  the  basis 
of  clinical  discussions  by  the  professor  and  the  other  members  of  the 
class. 

The  patients  are  selected  from  the  wards  of  the  Hillman  Hos- 
pital and  from  the  abundance  of  clinical  material  in  the  University 
Free  Dispensary. 

(b)  The  didactic  lectures  cover  certain  selected  chapters  in 
Medicine  and  Neurology  and  are  designed  to  bring  the  student 
abreast  of  the  more  recent  advances  in  the  medical  sciences. 

(c)  An  extremely  instructive  part  of  the  course  is  the  clinical 
pathelogical  conferences.  When  a  necropsy  is  held  upon  a  patient 
dying  in  this  department  the  students  are  asked  to  be  present.     The 
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clinical  history  and  records  are  presented,  and  the  pathological 
changes  shown  at  necropsy  are  then  studied.  A  discussion  of  the 
clinical  diagnosis  and  the  patholigical  findings  follow,  in  which  dis- 
cussion the  professor  of  pathology  also  takes  part.

This  course  will  be  conducted  in  the  Amphitheatre  and  wards 
of  the  Hillman  Hospital  and  at  the  University  Free  Clinic.  It  will 
be  entirely  clinical  and  members  of  the  class  will  be  afforded  every 
opportunity  to  examine  cases  and  receive  thorough  instruction  in  the 
diagnosis  and  care  of  surgical  diseases  and  injuries.  There  is  ample 
clinical  material  and  all  forms  of  major  and  minor  surgery  will  be 
demonstrated. 
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Through  the  entire  course  the  importance  of  diagnosis  will  be 
emphasized,  especially  the  necessity  for  the  early  recognition  of  all 
surgical  conditions.  The  various  aids  to  diagnosis  now  in  use  will 
be  described  and  demonstrated.  Especial  attention  will  be  given  to 
technique  and  to  the  details  of  the  subsequent  treatment. 

Though  intended  to  cover  as  far  as  material  will  permit,  all 
surgical  conditions,  attention  will  be  given  more  particularly  to  ap- 
pendicitis, hernia  and  all  surgical  operations  of  the  abdominal  vis- 
cera, as  well  as  the  operative  treatment  of  fractures  and  diseases  of 
the  bones.  The  course  is  especially  designed  to  benefit  the  general 
practitioner. 

Classes  of  limited  number  will  be  invited  to  be  present  at  pri- 
vate operations  by  the  various  members  of  the  faculty  at  their  pri- 
vate hospitals. 


SURGICAL  ANATOMY  AND  CLINICAL  SURGERY

This  course  as  conducted  provides  thorough  instruction  in  surgi- 
cal anatomy  while  at  the  same  time  giving  the  student  a  practical 
introduction  to  operative  surgery.  The  actual  technique  of  the  vari- 
ous operative  procedures  will  be  demonstrated  and  the  student  will 
then  perform  the  operations  upon  the  cadaver.  As  the  operation 
proceeds,  the  anatomy  of  the  parts  concerned  will  be  considered  care- 
fully, the  structures  named,  and  their  relations  established.  Partic- 
ular attention  will  be  paid  to  the  more  common  amputations,  and  to 
herniotomy  and  appendectomy. 

The  supply  of  material  for  class  use  is  ample  and  material  for 
dissection  can  be  obtained  for  further  study  if  the  student  so  desires.

The  abundant  clinical  material  available  for  the  work  of  this 
department  assures  every  opportunity  for  acquiring  a  practical  first- 
hand knowledge  of  gynecological  practice.  Cases  in  Dispensary  and 
wards  are  presented  for  examination  under  the  guidance  of  the  in- 
structor, the  diagnosis  is  established  and  the  treatment  discussed.  In 
operative  cases  the  class  is  admitted  to  the  floor  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  demonstrate  clearly  the  various  steps  in  the  operations  per- 
formed. 

The  medical  side  of  the  subject  is  made  prominent  and  par- 
ticular attention  is  paid  to  the  procedures  which  must  be  carried  out 
by  the  practitioner  in  his  every  day  work,  such  as  the  treatment  of 
uterine  infections  and  malpositions,  and  the  exact  diagnosis  of  intra- 
abdominal conditions. 

In  connection  with  this  department  there  is  established  a  dog 
clinic  where  illustrative  abdominal  operations  are  performed  upon 
the  lower  animals.  After  first  serving  as  assistants  in  this  work, 
members  of  the  class  themselves  perform  such  operations  and  thus 
acquire  a  practical  experience  in  handling  living  tissues  and  in  mas- 
tering the  details  of  operative  technique.

This  department  uses  suitable  cases  from  the  Dispensary  and 
in  the  Hospital  for  clinical  demonstration.  The  addition  of  two 
new  children's  wards  in  the  Hillman  Hospital  has  still  further  aug- 
mented the  material  for  these  clinics.  Physicians  in  attendance  are 
encouraged  to  ask  questions  and  to  cooperate  thus  with  the  instructor 
in  making  the  clinics  thoroughly  practical. 

Special  attention  is  devoted  to  history  taking,  to  correct  meth- 
ods in  examining  children,  and  to  the  physical  signs  of  diseases  in 
children  as  they  differ  from  the  adult  type.  The  maternity  wards 
of  the  hospital  offer  ample  material  for  the  study  of  lactation.  The 
preparation  of  artificial  foods  in  the  diet  kitchens  of  the  hospital  is 
carried  on  in  the  presence  of  the  class;  the  special  indications  calling 
for  their  application  are  explained  when  the  food  arrives  at  the  indi- 
vidual cases  in  the  wards.  In  addition  to  this  practical  course  in 
infant  feeding,  instruction  is  given  in  the  dietetics  of  older  children. 
Special  instruction  is  also  given  in  the  details  of  the  management  of 
cases  of  intestinal  intoxication  and  of  diarrhoeal  diseases.

Owing  to  the  nature  of  Birmingham's  environment  and  to  a 
certain  element  of  her  population,  there  exists  an  exceptional  amount 
and  variety  of  material  for  the  study  of  urogenital  diseases  and 
syphilis.  The  Dispensary  therefore  affords  a  splendid  field  for  the 
observation  and  treatment  of  minor  troubles,  while  in  the  Hillman 
Hospital  much  room  is  given  to  such  cases  as  need  further  methods 
of  diagnosis,  treatment,  or  operation. 

The  endoscope,  "dark-field,"  cystoscope,  functional  kidney 
tests,  intraspinous  treatment  of  lues,  etc.,  etc,  are  employed  regularly, 
and  full  opportunity  is  given  to  graduate  students  to  follow  up  any 
special  class  of  cases. 

The  Dispensary  is  open  daily,  and  daily  hospital  rounds  are 
made;  in  addition  much  work  may  be  seen, — of  course  to  a  more 
limited  extent, — in  other  hospitals  and  among  private  cases. 

For  those  who  may  be  particularly  interested  in  syphilis,  at- 
tention is  directed  to  the  course  in  Wasserman  tests,  as  outlined 
under  "Special  Courses". 

For  those  who  desire  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  actual 
use  of  the  cystoscope,  attention  is  directed  to  the  Course  in  Cysto- 
scopy as  outlined  under  "Special  Courses". 


ORTHOPEDIC  SURGERY

Charts,  photographs,  models,  and  skiagrams  are  used  in  ex- 
plaining the  diseases  and  deformities  of  the  bones  and  joints,  and 
practical  work  is  given  in  the  taking  of  casts  and  the  preparation  of 
plates  for  flatfoot,  and  in  the  correction  of  deformities  by  the  appli- 
cation of  braces  and  plaster  casts. 
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DISEASES  OF  EAR,   NOSE  AND  THROAT

In  this  department  no  effort  is  made  to  train  men  for  special 
work,  but  the  general  practitioner  will  find  every  facility  for  familiar- 
izing himself  with  the  more  general  diseases  as  they  find  expression 
in  the  mucous  membrane  about  the  head.  Each  student  will  be  pro- 
vided with  an  individual  table,  lights  and  a  complete  set  of  instru- 
ments. Careful  training  in  the  use  of  the  head  mirror  and  throat 
mirrors  will  be  given.  The  material  is  abundant  and  every  student 
will  find  opportunity  for  studying  the  commoner  diseases  met  in  pri- 
vate practice.  The  instruction  is  largely  clinical  supplemented  by 
personal  demonstration  and  brief  conferences. 


DERMATOLOGY 


Mortimer  H.  Jordan,  M.D. 

Instructor  in  Dermatology 


Instruction  is  given  largely  in  the  Dispensary  clinic  but  this 
will  be  supplemented  by  lectures  and  chart  demonstrations.  The 
clinical  material  is  abundant  and  varied  and  affords  an  opportunity 
for  the  observation  of  all  the  skin  diseases  that  are  of  interest  to  the 
practitioner. 

Cases  will  be  allotted  to  the  individual  student  for  diagnosis 
and  treatment  under  the  supervision  of  the  instructor. 
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OPHTHALMOLOGY 
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K.  W.  Constantine,  A.B.,  M.D. 

Professor  of  Ophthalmology 

G.  A.  O'Connell,  M.D., 

Assistant  in  Ophthalmology 


The  course  includes  a  didactic  review  of  the  anatomy  and 
physiology  of  the  eye  and  its  appendages.  The  diseases  that  are  of 
especial  importance  to  the  general  practitioner  are  fully  demonstrated 
upon  patients  from  the  out-patient  clinic  and  hospital  wards  and 
their  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  dwelt  upon. 

Opportunity  is  given  to  acquire  familiarity  with  the  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  the  application  of  this  instrument  in  general 
medical  and  surgical  diagnosis  will  be  illustrated  constantly.  While 
the  medical  side  of  the  subject  is  especially  dwelt  upon,  opportunity 
is  afforded  for  witnessing  at  close  range  the  various  operations  per- 
formed upon  the  eye. 


TROPICAL  DISEASES 


Lloyd  Noland,  M.D., 

Associate  in  Medicine  for  Tropical  Diseases 


The  course  will  consider  the  diseases  prevalent  in  the  Southern 
States  together  with  those  having  a  purely  tropical  distribution. 
Ward  cases  will  be  used  as  occasion  offers  for  clinical  and  labora- 
tory demonstration,  stress  being  laid  upon  the  laboratory  recognition 
of  malaria,  amebiasis,  and  uncinariasis. 

Particular  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  discussion  of  tropical  san- 
itation and  hygiene,  this  discussion  being  based  upon  the  experience 
gained  by  the  instructor  during  a  long  service  in  the  Canal  Zone. 


20  GRADUATE  SCHOOL  OF  MEDICINE 

PUBLIC  HEALTH 


W.  H.  Sanders,  M.D., 

Special  Lecturer  in  State  Medicine  and  Public  Hygiene 


The  course  consists  of  a  series  of  lectures  upon  the  various  as- 
pects of  public  health  problems  and  methods.  These  lectures  are 
based  upon  a  long  experience  as  a  public  health  officer  in  this  State 
and  will  have  as  their  constant  object  the  presentation  of  a  practical 
basis  for  the  conduct  of  such  work. 


HISTOLOGY,  PATHOLOGY,  AND  BACTERIOLOGY 


G.  S.  Graham,  A.M.,  M.D., 

Professor  of  Pathology  and  Bacteriology 


Histology 

In  connection  with  Course  C,  opportunity  will  be  given  for  a 
review  of  normal  mammalian  histology,  particular  attention  being 
paid  to  the  embryology  of  the  various  tissues  and  organs.  The 
course  will  include  a  practical  survey  of  the  various  methods  of 
fixing,  embedding,  and  staining  sections. 


Bacteriology 

This  course  aims  at  giving  the  student  a  practical  working 
knowledge  of  the  various  methods  used  in  the  study  of  bacteria  to- 
gether with  an  ability  to  recognize  with  confidence  the  more  com- 
monly sought-for  organisms,  such  as  the  tubercle  bacillus,  the  diph- 
theria bacillus,  the  gonococcus,  and  other  pus-producing  organisms. 
The  various  serologic  methods  are  studied  and  the  student  observes 
the  preparation  of  bacterins  and  their  administration. 
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Pathology 

The  causes,  course,  and  results  of  the  various  pathologic  pro- 
cesses are  studied  with  the  aid  of  both  gross  and  microscopic  prepa- 
rations. There  will  be  occasional  lectures  but  for  the  most  part  the 
study  consists  in  the  observation  of  gross  pathology  at  the  autopsy 
table  with  later  microscopic  study  of  sections  from  the  organs  thus 
examined.  Clinical-pathological  conferences  are  held  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  department  of  medicine.  Here  the  cases  coming  to 
autopsy  are  discussed  and  the  meeting  serves  as  a  clearing  house  for 
the  co-adjustment  of  these  two  sides  of  case  study. 


Clinical  Pathology 

The  more  practical  chemical  and  microscopic  methods  used 
in  the  examination  of  blood,  urine,  feces,  gastric  contents  and  punc- 
ture fluids  are  first  treated  in  informal  discussions  and  the  student 
then  performs  these  various  tests  upon  material  from  patients  seen 
by  him  in  the  wards.  With  this  there  is  included  in  the  case  of 
surgical  patients  the  gross  and  microscopic  study  of  tissues  removed 
at  operation. 


SPECIAL  COURSES 


CYSTOSCOPY 


Walter  F.  Scott,  M.D., 

Assistant  in  Genito-Urinary  Surgery 


Course  £. 

The  class  in  Cystoscopy  will  meet  for  practical  work  three  times 
each  week  during  a  period  of  four  weeks.  The  number  of  men  tak- 
ing the  course  must  be  limited  to  four,  but  the  course  will  be  repeated 
as  occasion  demands. 

The  normal  bladder,  its  landmarks,  and  its  appearance  will 
first  be  studied.  After  the  student  is  familiar  with  the  Cystoscope 
and  with  the  bladder  in  health,  its  varying  pathological  conditions  will 
be  shown  on  the  ample  material  to  be  found  in  the  clinic. 


SURGICAL  PATHOLOGY 


Course  F 

A  course  in  Surgical  Pathology  so  planned  as  to  afford  the 
clinician  an  opportunity  for  reviewing  such  portions  of  histology  and 
pathology  as  are  of  particular  interest  to  him  as  a  surgeon.  In- 
flammation, surgery,  repair,  tumors,  and  selected  subjects  in  Gen- 
eral Pathology  will  be  studied  by  means  of  stained  sections,  lantern 
slides   and  gross   specimens. 
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BIOLOGICAL  CHEMISTRY

Course  G 

A  course  in  General  Physiological  Chemistry  and  Toxicology. 
The  course  will  consider  the  elements  of  normal  nutrition,  and  the 
essential  chemical  facts  pertaining  to  the  life  processes.  Among  the 
topics  considered  are  included  the  physiochemical  nature  of  proto- 
plasm and  the  cell  contents,  chemical  reactions  in  the  cell,  respira- 
tion, general  nutrition,  internal  secretion,  the  chemical  influences  of 
micro-organisms  in  the  body,  chemical  defenses  of  the  organism 
against  disease,  foodstuffs,  enzymes,  etc.  The  instruction  is  given 
partly  by  informal  lectures  and  discussions,  and,  to  a  greater  extent, 
by  experimental  work  in  the  laboratory. 

The  work  in  Toxicology  will  embrace  the  effects  and  detection 
of  poisons,  including  food  preservatives  and  adulterants. 


THE  WASSERMAN  REACTION 

Course  H

Associate  Professor  of  Surgery  for  Genito-Urinary   Disea;

Those  who  desire  to  learn  the  technique  of  the  Wasserman 
reaction,  may  take  this  course,  which  is  designed  to  show  all  phases 
of  the  work,  including  preparation  of  reagants. 

Instruction  is  given  twice  a  week,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  for 
four  weeks,  or  longer  if  desired.  It  might  be  stated  that  practically 
all  of  the  time  on  these  days  must  be  devoted  to  the  work;  more- 
over, it  is  hardly  possible  or  advisable  for  more  than  two  students 
to  receive  this  instruction  at  one  time,  and  it  would  be  better  to  ar- 
range for  such  work  in  advance.
